THEBUOCeBs of oatiODB or colcnies 
afflicted with bad governments has 
often appeared diffloalt of oxplanatioi ; 
but to thoBO accustomed to look be- 
neath the Burfaco, the source of their 
proiporily beooraes easily apparent. 
They posaossed some natural product, 
or Bomo advantage of climate, that 
brought -A-eallh to their doors in spite 
of governmout oxtravagaoco or neglect, 
and wern in a manner forced, by out- 
ward influences, or the onterpriao of 
Btrangers, to turn to account the ad- 
vantages they pOBsesaod. Witness tlio 
OhiDCse, the Japanese, tbo Brazilians, 
BDd tbe numerous other peoples and 
commanities whose internal resonrcos 
have attracted the cupidity of the 
enterpriaiog men of other nations ; 
hence the enrichment of countries 
whoM domestic policy would have ap- 
peared retrograde a hundred and fifty 
years ago. It is thus that this fine 
Colony will be gradually populated 
and developed if even the present 



value of the luaibor as an article of 
export Arises from tho luantily of labor 
required in its prodneliou as an arLiclo 
of commerce, and hcnco the li»rge pro. 
portion of clear proflt that acorues to 
the Colony. The same advantages 
flow from our coal and gold miuing ; 
and these benofils will go on icioroasini; 
until this Colony is freed from tbe 
trammels of irreeponsiblo government, 
and men, having nothing in that res- 
pect to grumble at, will turn their 
whole attention to the developmont of 
tbe country. Bod government is re- 
tarding our progress, but it can novor 
wholly chock it. Hiobes are in store for 
tboBO who diligently seek tbem; and 
we should be glad to see our most no. 
torious gru^nblers the lucky discover- 
ers. 

Tbb Wikes spoke yesterday to some 
purpose, the bodgot of news bronght 
being more than usually interesting to 
Colonial readers. The Coiiservatires, led 
by the late Premier, are prepared to 
present a bold front ogaiust the 
cardinal principles of the Gorftrnmeut 
bill for the discstablislimenL of the Irish 
Church ; and about the only point tlie^ 
iipponr disposoil to concede is the dissolux 
tion of the union between the English 
aod Irish Churches. The Conservatives 
cfin scarcely dream of success iu the face 
of the overwhelming odds tl»o Liboralp 
will bring agninst them ; and a figlit 
would be about the most Quixotic enter- 
pribo a party could well engogc in. Ffow- 
ever the Marie Tnpleyism of Disraeli is 
well known, and there is nothing like be- 
ing "jolly " under the most adverse cir- 
cumstances.

extent of our cultivable lands of th 
finest quality, our fine, heallby climate, 
our immense forests that produce the 
most' valuable description of timber ; 
our well known mineral riches, the 
limits of which are unknown,— each 
year adding to our list of now plaoor 
diggings for gold, silver mines, coal 
fields, and almost every other known 
mining product of value ; our fisher- 
ies which are now being explored, and 
which with every new set of advon« 
tnrers become more appreciated. All 
these have their influence notwithstand- 
ing misgovernment and vexatious 
OuBtoms' regulations, although the two 
Ittt obstacles do much to retard intor- 
nal improvenients of a pormanont 
character, because people are slow to 
make their homes in a country where 
tbe laws act like brakes on tbe wheels 
of progress, and where the manage- 
ment of public affairs rests in the 
hands of a few men of contracted 
views and antiquated notions cf good 
government. Amongst tbe numerDus 
sources of wealth which this Colony 
contains, none is more important than 
the produce of our forests. Strange 
as it may seem, we have within the 
limits of this Colony more valuable 
timber than can bo found on the whole 
Pacific Coast. It avails our neighbors 
nothing that high imposts aro levied 
on our lumber in order to force their 
own knotty, brittle material on the 
market. If they collected a duty ol 
fifty per cent ad valorem it would only 
tend to impoverish their own citizens, 
without in any material degree pre- 
venting the importation of our lumber. 
Whether owing to the soil, theolimale. 
or from whatever cause, tbe fact is un- 
questionable : our pine lumber is of a 
very superior quality from its fineness 
and tenacity of texture, which renders 
it indispensable for certain uses ; it is 
also more durable when subjected to 
exposure, It cannot be eurprising, 
then, that our export of lumber, al- 
though quite in its infancy, amounted 
to the very largo sum of §184,1.35 lust 
year, and, at a mcdoiate estimnio, 
yif\\\ be at least doubled this 
year. Wo havo now five saw- 
mills in operation, all engaged in 
the export trade; three at Burrard In- 
let, one at Sooko and ono at Saanich. 
But what aro five mills ? Some of the 
establishments on the Sound cuuld 
produce as much lumber as the whole 
of them; but then we aro only begin- 
niog to see tbe value of tbe trade, and 
ere long, twenty mills will be in full 
operation, and when we have fifty, our 
lumber will be equally saleable. Our 
only surprise is, that tbe white pine 
and cedar, of which we possess largo 
quantities in the interior of the Island, 
have never been brought to market, 
They noay not be so easy of trans- 
port to the seaboard as tho ordiuary 
pine, but tho groat demand for tbo 
flrstnamed for shipbuilding purposes, 
and oonioquent high price, would largely 
remunerate the cost and trouble of 
hauling or rafting, and manufacturo. 
We strongly urge the mutter upon tho 
atteatioo of our entsrprising lumbori 
ineo, as a sure and safe io vestment for 
their capttal and labor. Tho great

that Great Britain owes tho United

re|)resontod by tbo individual IosbB'^ 
through tho burning of so many ships 
by the privateers. Hud tho privateers 
never left British ports, ibo rebellion 
must huTd been cruslicd two yoais 
beforeitwas; thorotoro tho expcnsoof 
conducting ilio war during tho two 
last years of its continuance ho believes 
to be partly chargeable to the Mother 
Country.
